Bie purpose of this report is to irake available coiprehensive tabulations 
on the enrollment and degree av^urds of high^ education students by their 
racial/ethnic groi^js for academic year 1984-85. Oiese tabulations are 
based on special versions of Center for Education Statistics tapes from 
surveys titled "1984 Fall Enrollment and Catpliance Report" and "Degrees 
and Other Fozinal Awards Conferred Between July 1, 1984 and June 30, 
1985." Data on race/ethnici-ty ^rere collected for the Office for Civil 
Ri^ts, U.S. Department of Education/ and missing racial/ethnic data v^re 
not Inputed in the'conputer files released originally frcm these surveys* 
Data fron these nevr tapes are suitable for use in trend studies and 
8i$)ercede preliminary data published in the 1987 Digest of Education 
Statistics and other publications. 

Ihe tabulations are prefaced by a dei^cription of survey methodology, 
inputaticn procedure, and definitions of racial/ethnic gro;^. Ihis 
report does not include interpretations or hi^ilights, nor does it include 
trend data. A bulletin providing hi^ilig^ts and a brief analysis of these 
data will follow shortly, and a trend report with racial/ethnic data from 
1980 to 1986 is planned for release in the fall of 1988.

Pacta 1 /Ethnic Data for 1984 Fall Enrollment and 
Earned Degree Recipients for Academic Year 1984-85 

Methodoloov 

The Center for Bducaticn Statistics has collected racial/ethnic data for 
the Otfioe for Civil Rights since 1976 as part of its Hlg^ Education 
General Infonnaticn Survey (KEGIS) system. SurveyB »ere sent to the 
universe of 3,379 hig^ education Institutions in the United States and 
its territories. !Ihe tables in this r ep ort , hanever, include institutions 
in the 50 States and the District of Colundaia only (including the U.S. 
Service Schools), and exclude the outlying areas (i^znarican Samoa, Guam, 
Northern Mariana Islands, Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, and the Tcust 
Territories of the Pacific Islands). 

For the 1984 Fall Enrollment survey, 94 percent (3,176) of all colleges 
and universities responded, of \^ch 108 provided only iwrt.inl 
racial/ethnic data. In addition, 169 instituticns did not respond -*-o the 
survey and 34 new instituticns provided no data. Missing racial /ethnic 
data vnxe in^uted for 264 instituticns (108 pnrtlnl repuil s and 156 of the 
169 nonrespcndents) . Data for 13 of the ncnrespcndent institutions were 
not isfuted because inqputations were based on previous responses and none 
%«ere available from these institutions; the nunter of students in these 
schools was small (5,865) and wsuld not significantly affect the overall 
statistics in the tables. 

For the survey of Degrees and Other Foxinl AMuds Conf er re d Between July 
1, 1984 and JUne 30, 1985, 90 percent (3,019) of all colleges and 
univecsities (3,379 less the 42 schools \«hich are nondegree granting) 
xmgended. Field of study data \«re inpited for the 623 institutions that 
did not respond or partially responded. Fourteen new institutions did not 
respond and ispxtations were not done for them because the number of 
deg^Bes m«xded by these schools was snail (2,374). 

In general, the iscutation procedure used for both survey files vas based 
on an average of previous years' responses for each nonrespondent 
Instltutian. Percent distributions of racial/ethnic data for each 
relevant line on the survey fomrs were averaged for all previous years' 
responses since 1976.* Ihis average percent distribution by 
raoe/ethnicity wa applied to the reported/iJiMted total coluim and the 
result rounded to whole nunabers. Detailed descriptions of the inputation 
procedure, nonresponding institutions, and iitputatlon ratios for each data 
itan on the survey fonns are available by contacting the author. 



•Previous years' responses taken into account include t Fall EnrolJmantt 
1976, 1978, 1980, and 1982; Degrees and Other Formal Awards Confenedj 
1976-77, 1978-79, 1980-81, and 1982-83. 
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HhB reported and Imputed racial/ethnic data together accxxmt for 97 
percent of all 1984-85 degree awards and for alitost 100 percent of 1984 
fall enrollraent. Bierefore, the generated totals based on race/ethnicity 
in the attached report may he sli^tly different than the total enrollitent 
and degrees not based on racial/ethnic sumnaries, because of the lack cf 
racial/ethnic data for the few Institutions new to the HR3IS universe.
